Sir: I have the honor to forward herewith for transmission to Con¬ 
gress an estimate ($3,000) of a deficiency in the appropriation for “addi¬ 
tional lands, Fort Ethan Allen Military Reservation,” for which object 
the sum of $7,000 was appropriated in the sundry civil act of August 
18, 1894. 

The owner of the land required for the use of the United States hav¬ 
ing declined to convey the same for the amount appropriated for this 
object, condemnation proceedings were entered upon, and the court con¬ 
firmed an award of ten thousand dollars, making it necessary that Con¬ 
gress should appropriate the additional sum of $3,000 before the land 
can be acquired under the original act.

2 FORT ETHAN ALLEN MILITARY RESERVATION. 

War Department, 
Quartermaster-General’s Office, 

Washington, 1). C., January 30, 1896. 
Sir: On October 10, 1893, necessary legislation was recommended 

for extending the military reservation of Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., to the 
Winooski River, the circumstances which made purchase essential to 
the welfare of the post being for protection of present United States 
right of way for sewer and water pipes across the land, for garden pur¬ 
poses, for prevention of undesirable elements sure to collect at some 
point near a military post, and further to provide a good bathing place 
for men and horses. 

In act making appropriation for sundry civil expenses, approved 
August 18, 1894, the following appears: 

To enable the Secretary of War to acquire the title for military purposes to addi¬ 
tional lands, not exceeding one hundred and ninety acres, required to extend the 
military reservation of Fort Ethan Allen, near Essex Junction, Vermont, to the 
Winooski River, subject to the right of way through said lands of the Winooski and 
Essex highway, and the right of way of the Central Vermont Railway, seven thou¬ 
sand dollars: Provided, That in acquiring the land for the purpose the Secretary of 
War is authorized to proceed in accordance with the act approved March third, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one, making appropriations for sundry civil expenses 
under title “Chickamauga and Chattanooga National Park.” 

The owner of almost entire tract, Graton Brand, having positively 
declined to sell for the amount appropriated, condemnation proceed¬ 
ings, at request of the Secretary of War, were instituted through the 
Department of Justice.. 

Under date of the 28th instant, the War Department was advised, 
through Department of Justice, that— 

The court has accepted and confirmed the report of the Commissioners, and ordered 
that Graton Brand, the owner of the land, convey the same to the United States, by 
good and sufficient deed of warranty, upon payment by the United States of the 
$10,000 so awarded as damages. 

An estimate in due form for the required additional $3,000 is here¬ 
with submitted for action of Congress, with blue print of the land 
proposed for acquirement.

Vermont Railway: Provided, That in acquiring the land for the pur¬ 
pose the Secretary of War is authorized to proceed in accordance with 
the act approved March 3, 1891, making appropriations for sundry civil 
expenses, under the title “ Chickamauga and Chattanooga National 
Park.”
